Russia, China 
30-Year Pact 
Aimed at U.S.

Wshington, Feb. 15 — (!P)— Dip- 


omatic authorities said today So- 
viet Russia and 
Red China ap- 


parently had designed their new 
treaty of alliance in part 
as 
a 


weapon for 
cutting 
the 
ground 


from under American policy to- 
ward China. 


That was the initial interpretation 


placed on the annex to the pact, 
announced last night. Under this, 
Russia promises to hand over to 
Communist China within two years 
which the Soviets 
now 
operate, 


and the port of Dairen. Moscow 
also says it eventually will with- 
draw Soviet troops from the "joint- 
ly used -naval base" of Port Ar- 
thur. 
: American policy, as 
stated 
by 


Secretary of State Acheson Jan. 12 
is based on the hope of a conflict 
of interest between 
Russia 
and 


China in North Chnia 
and 
par- 


ticularly in Manchria. 


Meanwhile, state department of- 


ficials are certain thaf'both Mos- 
cow and the Chinese Red regime 
will make propaganda capital of 
the fact that Russia has entered 
into a treaty to relinquish the spe- 
cial rights which the United States 
has assailed as a form 
of old 


fashioned imperialism in China. 


Officials said the treaty as an- 


nounced will require considerable 
study before its full significance for 
the future course of the cold war 
can be adequately understood. 


They'appear convinced that the 


document made public 
does not 


represent, moreover, the extent of 
agreement reached 
in the 
pro- 


longed Sino-Soviet conference 
in 


Moscow. They say that 
the 
full 


import of suspected secret agree- 
ments may appear only gradually. 
Something that may be 
secretly 


included is the question of Rus- 
sian ships and 
planes 
for 
Red 


Cina. There have been persistent 
reports from the Orient that the 
Chinese Reds wanted military aid, 
to counter bombing from the Na- 
tionalists and also to invade For- 
mosa.

Truman Urges 
Moral Crusade 
Against Crime 


Washington Feb. 15 — (IF) pres- 


ident Truman today called for a 
great moral crusade against or- 
ganized crime In the United States. 


Mr. Truman said that World War 


Two has been followed by "a re- 
surgence of underworld forces, liv- 
ing on vice and greed." 


He told a gathering of federal, 


state and local law enforcement of- 
ficials that there should be com- 
plete cooperation among them to 
combat this. 


Mr. Truman indicated he con- 


siders it of equal importance that 
the nation as a whole be educated 
to higher moral values. 


"We must encourage education, 


religious 
instruction 
and 
home 


training in the family and in the 
guidance of our chldren", he sad 
in his speech to the group at xhe 
justice department.

A 33-year 
average rainfall from years 1899 
to 1908 and 1915 to

1949 


inclusive the 11 year rainfall av- 
erage was 56.95 inches, with the 
wettest year being 1945 with 72.41 
inches. 


The average rainfall yearly, dur-

1923 — 27 years ago. This recent 
attack on me is a cheap, hammy 
stunt bv a former movie 
actor 


turned bad rado commentator who 
is evidently desperately in need of 
publicity." 


Montgomery's af f i davit asked 


U. S. Attorney Irving H. Saypol to 
bp»in proceedings In revoke Cos- 


i tello's citizenship.If the proceedings 
'is ordered, deportation proceedings 
could be started against the gam- 
bler. 


Saypol was out of the city, and 


his office had no comment. 


Montgomery said he was acting 


"as a private citizen interested in 
the welfare of the U. S." He said 
that as a radio commentator he 
had attacked Costello. 


The actor, now an executive pro- 


ducer of the NBC television net- 
work, said he is not conducting a 
crusade, but "just a little battle 
for decency."

Edinburgh.

called for East-West talks on the

worlds so that each can live their 
life, if not in friendship, at least 
without the hatreds and maneuvers 
of cold war." 


It was the first attempt by either 


Conservatives or Laborites to In- 
ject the East-West issue ino 
the 


Feb. 23 election campaign that so 
far has been fought solely on do- 
mestic grounds — more or less 
socialism. 


This suggested that Conserva- 


tives may end up their campaign 
by claiming that Churchill — if he 
becomes prime minister — could 
deal better with Russian's General- 
issimo Stalin than could Laborite 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee.

Quaker suggestion that he try 'to 
arrange a meeting with President 
Truman and Stalin.
